ing a five-day wait before new prices 
are effective. 
The code authority, with the ad­ 
m inistrator’s approval, is authorized 
to Ax minimum prices in areas 
where an emergency is declared to 
exist because of destructive price 
cutting. 
As an open price industry, the 
bakers also would be subject to 
Mr. Roosevelt's recent order per­ 
mitting a 15 per cent tolerance be­ 
low minimum code prices in bids on 
government contracts and directing 
the posting of such prices with code 
authorities. 


The bakers of this vicinity have 
made definite arrangements to op­ 
erate their bake shops on the new 
hour basis of the code, namely a 
maximum of 40 hours a week for 
each employe. This does not apply 
to outside salesmen however. 
It is 
not practical to limit their hours. 
On the other hand, these employes 
are guaranteed under the code a 
minimum weekly Income of $18.00.
